Mr. Driskell’s New Position. 


Latter Did No Damage— Menefee 
Sons, H arry James, John Boston 
and 
Write-Away 
Pen 
Co. 
Are Among the Losers. 


Sedalia had a destructive fire this 


morning, starting at 8:JO o’clock in 


the John \V. Menefee & Son*’ mule 
yards on Kentucky avenue, opposite 
fire station No. 2. 
The origin of the 
blaze, which did about $10,000 dam­ 


age, is unknown, but when discovered 
the entire interior of the barn, where 
an immense quantity 
of 
bay 
and 
baled straw was stored was envel­ 
oped in flames. 
Chief VV. H. Paul, of fire company 
No. 2. had his 
men 
fighting 
the 
flames immediately, but was handi­ 
capped by the East .Sedalia company 
being delayed in arrival 
from 
the 
east side. 
Fanned by a stiff breeze. 
the fire burned the feed barn and 
buildings adjoining like tinder. 
The fire spread to the shop of Harry 
James, gunsmith and repair man, at 
the corner of Second street and Ken­ 
tucky avenue, and it was reduced to 
ashes in a very short time. 
The blacksmith shop of John Bos­ 
ton. facing on Second 
street, 
was 
completely destroyed, with a loss of 
$800 and insurance in the sum of 
$2<*o. 
Menefee & Sons had insurance 
in the sum of $4,000, while the barn, 
which is owned by a Pennsylvania 
man. was uninsured. 
The Write-Away 
Pen 
company’s 
manufactory, on W est Second street. 
was gutted by the fire. 
The machi­ 
nery and other equipment was dam­ 
aged 
several 
. undred 
dollars 
by 
water. 
Insurance of $4,500 was carried on 
the building and contents. 
During the worst part of the fire 
the wind caused the flames to leap 
skyward with great clouds of smoke, 
and the heat was so intense that win­ 
dows on the opposite side 
of 
the 
street on Second were broken. 
The arrival of the East Sedalia fire 
company brought additional help in 
fighting the flames, and the work of 
the fire fighters, with aid from nu­ 
merous citizens, saved other build­ 
ings. 
Frank Monroe, the insurance man, 
in helping carry a line of fire hose, 
ran into the end of a ladder on a fire 
truck and badly bruised his face in 
the region of his eye. “ Dodo” Schmid 
was struck on the head by a falling 
brick and sustained a scalp wound. 
Others were almost overcome by the 
heat. 
Tile home of Mrs. Fred A. Hopper, 
HH West Second street, had the roof 
catch fire from flying embers, and 
Mrs. Hopper suffered a heavy loss 
to her household furniture and other 
goods by having them water soaked. 
The damage to the building was nom­ 


inal. 
The Missouri & Kansas Telephone 
company had telephonic service cut 
oft from a large number ot subscrib­ 
ers in the section where 
the 
fire 
raged, and had a ,20b pair cable, as 
well as a 50 pair cable, burned, to­ 
gether with several poles. 
Immediately following the tire a 
large number of company men wore 
placed at work in repairing the dam­ 
age, which is quite extensive. 
The Sedalia Home Telephone com­ 
pany was more fortunate aud had 
their lines running through the alley 
|betw*een 
Second and Third streets 
on the south side. 
They suffered no 


loss whatever. 
No sooner was the fire under con­ 
trol, it being confined to the quarter 
of a block which 
was 
devastated, 
than an alarm was turned in front 
Twentieth street and Carr avenue. 
The new motor truck was ru s h e d 
out of the fire station, and. with Dick 
Boehme at the steering wheel made 
a fast run south on K e n tu c k y avenue, 
While speeding along at the jog in 
that avenue at the intersection of 
Twelfth street, and in dodging a bug­ 
gy, the big motor fire truck was run 
into the curbing. 
The right front 
wheel was burst, a spring was broken 
and the frame slightly bent. 
Mr, Boehme. who is thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with the running of touring 
cars, racing machines and roadsters, 
says that the operation of the big 
truck from the steering 
wheel 
is 
much more sensitive than in the reg-

A ration that 1b all right for ducks 
may be all wrong for chickens, and 
vice versa. For instance; Whole grain 
la not as good for ducks as a mixture 
of ground grains and cooked vegeta­ 
bles. 
Whole corn may be fed occasionally, 
but It should be soaked for several 
hours before feeding. 
Dry oats and wheat make very poor 
duck feed, but both are good when 
cooked and mixed with corn meal or ! 
boiled potatoes and bran. 
It hardly pays to feed wheat 
to 
ducks unless it is unsalable. 
Since 
thorough 
cooking 
renders 
musty 
grain harmless It may be fed to ducks 
with good results. 
When cooked po­ 
tatoes are used they should not be 
mixed with the ground grain until 
after the latter has been thoroughly 
moistened with either milk or water. 
If the dry 
meal 
is 
added to the 
mashed potatoes a tough, sticky mass 
will be the result. 
Don’t make the 
# 
feed sloppy; 
just moist enough to 
cling together without being gummy. 
A duck cannot eat gummy feed with­ 
out wasting IL 
Other vegetables, such as turnips, 
beets, rutabagas, etc., are sometimes 
used instead of potatoes. 
Pumpkins, 
when thoroughly cooked, make a very 
good basis for the mash. 
The seeds 
should always be removed. 
When no vegetables are to be had 
we use equal 
parts 
of 
boiled oats, 
corn meal, wheat bran, and middlings 
or second flour with a little powdered 
charcoal added. 
Some people (who 
ought tc know better) put sand and 
oyster shell In their duck feed. When 
this is done the ducks are often forced 
to consume more grit than they re­ 
quire. 
Of course ducks must have plenty 
of grit at all time, but it should not 
be mixed with the food. 
We place 
shallow’ boxes of grit close to the feed- 
troughs. Oyster shell and coal cinders 
in some of the boxes, and clean, coarse 
sand in others. 
Ducks will eat grit after every meal 
if it is within reach. 
They usually drink and rinse their 
beaks while eating, therefore 
water 
should 
be 
placed 
near 
the 
fed 
troughs. Also green food Is necessary 
the year round. Some sort of green 
stufT should be given at least once a 
day In winter. 
If cabbage Is plentiful, a little may 
be added to the mash each time. 
It 
should be chopped raw. 
As bulk is 
one of the important elements in a 
duck’s ration. It Is a good plan to 
provide an abundance of green stuff 
for winter use. 
We usually sow’ a 
patch of rye early in the fall for win­ 
ter and eary spring use. 
If it gets a good start In the fall It 
will stay green all w inter, lf protected 
with a little straw' or other covering 
The grain of rye Is unfit for poultry 
feed. Unless ducks are well fed in the 
winter they will not begin laying very 
early In the spring, and when they do 
begin their eggs w ill not be as large, 
nor as fertile as they otherwise would. 
There Is usually some shed or build- 
Ing that can be converted into a duck 
house at small expense. 
If the roof is good the rest is easy. 
lf the weather boarding Is not Buffi 
clently close to keep out draughts in 
cold weather cover the outside with 
tarred paper or strip with lath. 
A board floor is better than an earth
